of having preliminary

regular court room, to the large per- 
centage of defendants 
who for some 


reason or another have been sent

state prison on. a plea ofguilty, and 
the comparatively small number of 
those charged with crime who con- 
clude to stand trial. 
Above all, it 


has not escaped notice that in the 
administration of justice, those 
who 
plead guiltyhave beeu givena much 
lighter 
sentence 
than 
those • who 


have decided to avail themselves

their legal rights, and stand trial.
